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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. First, it is noted that applicant appears to be arguing each of the 
references individually which is improper when the rejection is based upon a combination of references. Applicant argues that there is no 
motivation to modify the teachings of the WO reference based upon Silver. However, Silver clearly teaches that a ceria component in the 
support is superior to a promoted ceria catalyst which would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the ceria promoted catalyst 
taught by the WO reference to include ceria in the support material. Because both catalysts are used in the same process of use, one 
would have a reasonable expectation of success from the combination. Applicant appears to be concerned with why the WO reference 
didn't make such a modification and therefore concludes that the WO reference teaches away from such a combination. However, the 
test is what the prior art as a whole would have suggested to one of ordinary skill and the teachings of the Silver reference provide ample 
motivation to make the proposed combination.
